Should Prepare for .the Change. 


•From-many sources come reports1 which show that labor 


and business rather dread a change which-they must know 
1o be inevitable. The war is over and prices and wages must 
again conic to the level of peace conditions. Whal that level 
will be no one can now tell, bill-it certainly cannot approach 
the high altitude reached since the beginning of the world war. 


And dislike'^of. the prospective return to normal conditions 


is not confined to this country. ;ln London the other'day a 
large number of women who had been discharged from a 
munitions plant paraded (he streets awl demanded the witli- 
flrawa.J o'£ .meir; 'discharges. Jhey attempted to see Premier 
Lloyd George, who was "loo'busy to receive them," but they 
did manage to meet officials of the Ministry of Munitions, with 
whom an arrangement was made for.a further conference. H 
is said that many; of .the womenwore! expensive 'clothes, and 
they made it plain that they do not wish to change their habits 
because the war is ended. 


And in this country different elements are busy putting up 


the fence against any come down in wages and prices. At a 
meeting of New Hngl.arid farmers'..nnd cattle breeders in Bos- 
ton a few days ago one of the speakers said: "If you're not 
right on your job the price of milk will go down, now that the 
war is over. H is not unpatriotic now for us to look after our 
industry." This means that the farmers should take steps to 
kdep the price of. milk at.the present high level in lime of peace. 


Samuel Gompers, head of the American' Federation of 


Labor, some days flgo issued-a solemn warning in which he 
substantially said'thal if there is any lengthening of the hours 
of labor or any reduction in wages there will be trouble. . And 
reports of a similar "character are appearing in the papers al- 
mosl daily.

The lowering of prices and wages is always unpleasant to 


those who have been receiving them, but il is folly to imagine 
that the present, high levels can be maintained. War creates 
abnormal conditions, sending prices and wages far above the 
normal level, but time invariably brings a reaction and it is the 
duty of the people lo prepare for this instead of arraying 
themselves against it. The more thoroughly they do this and 
the more conservative their action, the less disturbing will be 
the change that is bound to come, . 


The mistake lies in imagining that with the passing of phe- 


nomenal prices and wages will go prosperity. 
But this is not 


necessarily so "by any means. The value of a dollar is to be 
measured by its purchasing power, and genuine prosperity is 
easily possible with wages and prices far lower than Ihey are 
now. 


Safety lies in the steady movement of industry, and if this 


is impeded by efforts on the part of labor or capital to retain 


.: the. present abnormal conditions, so much the worse will il be 


fdf-'all concerned. 


11 is belter lo meel the inevitable philosophically than to at- 


tempt lo thwart il, and this is what the American people of all 
classes should be preparing lo do. It is probable that the com- 
ing change will not be sudden, but that it will come is certain, 
a fact (hat may as well be recognized first as last.
